By J OHN T. WHEELER 
Saig on ()?) ~ How accurate 
are announced claims of Viet 
Cong killed in battle in Viet­ 
nam? 
Why are such fig ures as 
enemy body counts used at 
all? 
These questions are being 
raised anew in the wake of 
the bloody la Drang Valley 
battles. 
The v alidity o f Saig o n and 
Washing to n anno uncements o f 
the enemy dead has been ques­ 
tio ned by bo th U.S. o fficers 
and 
co rrespo ndents 
in the 
field. In so me cases in the 
past the co unts hav e unques­ 
tio nably been inaccurate and 
frequently they appear inflat­ 
ed. 
Some U.S. officers 
w a r n 
that the statistics, even when 
accurate, can be misleading . 
New Guideline 
The loss of a town, t h e 
break-throug h 
of 
an 
op­ 
ponent’s defensive 
positions, 
the crossing of a key river de­ 
fense line, the failure of a 
massive attack to carry — 
these were some of the g uide- 
Ines in past wars. 
Despite its escalation to a 
full-scale war, the Vietnam­ 
ese conflict still is essential­ 
ly a battle for the alleg iance 
of people and the destruction 
of oposing forces. Althoug h 
north Vietnamese units a r e 
operating in up to divisional 
streng th, they basically are ob, 
ijerving the rules of g uerrilla 
war: 
Strike when y o u are certain 
o f success, retreat when co n­ 
fro nted with a superio r fo rce. 
The mere ho lding o f terrain 
can mean no thing . 
A body count has been prac­ 
ticed from the earliest day s 
of the war here. Ex-President 
Ng o Dinh Diem’s command­ 
ers, fearful of palace wrath 
and desiring to show how ef­ 
fective their troops had been, 
inflated the fig ures. 
Pressure Dev elo ps 
Pressure developed for an 
accurate count, and fig ures 
submitted by American ad­ 
visors became a g uideline. 
Last summer a U.S. o fficer 
who helps prepare o fficial sta­ 
tistics fo r President J o hnso n 
and the Pentag o n said that 
during o ne six -mo nth perio d 
the U.S. bo dy co unt ex ceeded 
that o f g o v ernment estimates 
by sev eral tho usand. He said 
Vietnamese co mmanders g lee­ 
fully po inted this o ut and sug ­ 
g ested that o erhaps it mig ht 
be better to g o back to the 
o ld sy stem. 
By this time the U ni t e d 
States was vastly more com­ 
mitted to the war. U.S. troops 
were pouring into the country 
and there was pressure to 
show that thing s were g oing 
much better because of the 
bi g g e r American commit­ 
ment. 
Estimates 
In Aug ust, American troops 
had their first major eng ag e­ 
ments. Saig on demanded ¿ne- 
my counts quickly . 
In the field, unit command­ 
ers counted the bodies in front 
of their positions and took es­ 
timates from squads and pla­ 
toons. 
In 
many instances, 
esti­ 
mates o f spo tter plane pilo ts 
after air strikes and artillery 
bo mbardment 
were 
thro wn 
into the “ co nfirmed b o d y 
co unt” fig ure. 
Some pilots have privately 
said they were making only 
roug h estimates and were un­ 
able to tell in many cases 
whether the bodies were civil­ 
ian or military . They a l s o 
could not be sure whether they 
were dead or live Viet Cong . 
But what the men in the 
field 
called the 
confirmed 
body count was only a frac­ 
tion of the 1,209 
S a i g on 
claimed. Combat units made 
derisive jokes about the count 
submitted to headquarters. 
The current kill ratio by 
U.S. command fig ures stands 
at just under three Comm..- 
nists to one allied dead.

Equality on J uries 


Even with the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
and the Voting Rights Act of 19 65. the ad­ 
ministration and Congress are sure to be 
faced with more ex plosive issues regarding 
racial discrimination in 1956 
This is not sur­ 
prising since problem areas in race rela­ 
tions continue to show themselves. 


A major aim of next year's civil rights 
activity, already defined by President 
J ohnson, will be to guarantee equality on 
juries; or, as the President puts it more 
bluntly, “ to prevent injustice to \egroCs 
at the hands of all-white juries." 


No doubt about it. this is one of the great 
unmet needs for racial eiiuality in the South. 
Actually, it is essential if a complete break­ 
down of law and ordei- is not to occur in 
the South. 
As in other aspects of civil rights, how­ 
ever, accomplishing this end will be much 
more difficult than recognizing the need. This 
could be even more intricate than providing 
legal guarantees for integrated education, 
public accommodations, employment, voting 
and other rights. 
For correcting the jury abuses, disgrace­ 
ful as they are. will require a substantial 
overhaul of the entire judicial process and 
the cherished jury system. 
President Johnson assisted somewhat by 
instructing his department of justice to pre­ 
pare legislation for this purj) 
0s(' that is “clear 
in its purpose and specific in its aim." 


most impartial system of selection*? And who 
would decide what ratio of mix ture would be 
acceptable for any given case? 
Perhaps the better approach would be to 
make federal crimes of certain infractions 
that now are most subject to the abuses of 
prejudiced juries. 
This would insure the se­ 
lection of juries from broader geographic 
areas and according to the stricter standards 
of the federal court system. 
Even this approach, however, runs into 
the problem of determining just what crimes 
tlien should be tried in federal court.

rights." 


But exactly what are “ federally guar­ 
anteed rights?" Do they include the right 
to live? The declaration in the preamble 
of the federal constitution pledging to in­ 
sure the domestic tranquility seems to 
suggest it, if nothing else does. 


This is highly Important. It was a leg­ 
islative device that was not clear in pur­ 
pose and specific in aim which incurred 
unnecessary opposition to the voting rights 
bill and which makes that law a less than 
Ideal solution to the problem. 


Would that then mean it would be a fed­ 
eral crime to commit violence against a per­ 
son for ex ercising the right to live? Would 
all murders, in other words, become federal 
crimes?' This undoubtedly would be more of 
a departure from tradition than many .Amer­ 
icans are likely to favor. 
Another suggestion is to make 
it a fed­ 
eral C l i m e to threaten or harm persons en­ 
gaged in civil rights activities. But precisely 
what is a civil rights activity? And when is

With the objective application of the 
most fertile legal and political minds of 
the country, surely a way can be found 
to prevent making a mockery of the jury 
system either by 
p e r m i t t i n g current 
abuses or by imposing unwise or unwork­ 
able limitations on the system. Such a 
wav must be found. 
Heiiiispherit* Peace Force 


Had the ad hoc Peace Force in the no­ 
minican Republic met with unqualified suc­ 
cess in restoring order and protecting demo­ 
cratic processes, there might have been more 
enthusiasm for a permanent inter-American 
Peace Force when the hemisphere’s foreign 
ministers met in Rio de Janeiro. 


Democracy, where it exists at all, in 
the Latin countries is fragile and always 
on the brink of disaster. The threat of a 
military take-over haunts all democratic 
leaders. .4 companion fear is that of out- 
iide intervention in internal affairs. 


It might be thought that these fears would 
be reasons for the support of an inter-Ameri­ 
can Peace Force. Yet supporters of such a 
plan, the United States and the Latin coun­ 
tries dominated by 
military governments, 
make the plan suspect to the bloc of Latin 
democracies. 
These democracies see misery and pover­ 
ty as the main enemies rather than ideologies. 
They fear that obsession with communism may 


bring intervention in any revolution. Commu­ 
nist inspired or not. 
So long as these countries fear interven­ 
tion more than communism there is likely to 
be little enthusiasm for an inter-American 
Peace Force. It is to the credit of Secretary of 
State Rusk that he is not making the issue a 
dividing one. 
He has put the emphasis on the Alliance 
for Progress, 
giving 
assurance 
that 
the 
United States will continue to support the Al­ 
liance even after its 10-year termination date. 
As a result relations between the United States 
and the Latin democracies at the Rio meeting 
seemed more cordial than ever. 
In the long run the ideological war will be 
won or lost in the economic field. The Rus­ 
sians are finding out in Cuba that economic 
aid comes high and reportedly are curbing 
Castro’s ex ternal activities, w’liich have been 
a threat to the Latin countries. 


True inter-American partnership will 
not be achieved until the stigma of inter­ 
vention is erased. In the meantime it is 
encouraging that cordial relationships are 
maintained.

Burglary Conviction Upheld by Supreme Court

"Hie state Supreme Court 
Friday upheld the conviction 
of Jerry Sheldon, 42, of Lin­ 
coln, who was found guilty by 
a Butler C o u n t y jury on 
charges of burglary and pos­ 
session of burglary tools. 
Sheldon was sentenced to a 
total of 13 years in the state 
Penitentiary, but he contended 
the circumstantial evidence 
was not sufficient to sustain 
the conviction and the sen­ 
tence was excessive. 
* ^ Although there was some 
conflict in the evidence in this 
case,” the Supreme C o u r t 
said, ” it is not the province 
of this court to resolve con­ 
flicts in the evidence, pass on 
the credibility of witnesses, or 
weigh the evidence.” 
The evidence “was sufficient 
to permit the jury to find the 
defendant guilty,” declared 
the high court, which also 
noted that the sentence was 
within the maximum limits 
permitted by law. 
Sheldon was convicted in 
connection with the Nov. 26, 
1964, burglary of the Wachs 
Implement Co. store in David 
City. 
The Supreme Court also af­ 
firmed a Lancaster District 
Court’s 
decision 
permitting 


liquidation 
of 
the 
Lincoln 
Bonding and Insurance Co. 
despite the objections of three 
holders of surplus notes in the 
firm. 
Leon and Rose Bingham and 
Edward A. Dosek, all of Lin­ 
coln, brought separate appeals 
as intervenors in the case in 
attempts to block» the liqui­ 
dation. 
The lower court dismissed 
the petitions of intervention 
because the Binghams had de­ 
faulted and Dosek took an un­ 
reasonable length of time in 
filing his petition, and the Su­ 
preme Court concluded the 
d'smissals were correct.

L o n d o n (UPD—A three- 
continent, 
100-nation 
confer­ 
ence will open in H a v a n a 
Jan. 3 to a l i g n Afro-Asian 
Latin A m e r i c a n strategy 
against worldwide “ imperial­ 
ism and colonialism in all its 
form s,” official sources said. 
A preparatory committee in 
Prague which has been plan­ 
ning the meeting for s o m e 
time gave the green light to 
the conference. It will be held 
in Havana from Jan. 3 to 10, 
they said. 
The conference, which has 
strong Russian support and is 
to include 
also Communist 
China, may prove a substitute 
for the .Afro-Asian conference 
which was to have taken place 
in Algiers earlier this month. 
The Algiers meeting was put 
off indefinitely because of Red 
Chinese opposition. 
Peking apparently has been 
unable to block the Havana 
meeting w h e r e China may 
find itself in a delicate }X)si- 
tion oi near isolation—unless 
it prefers to back out at the 
last minute. 
! 
The confeience p l a n s 
draw up “ a common program 
of action,” although no de 
tails of its ultimate aims have 
so far emerged. 
But among the plans which 
have become known is the 
idea of a joint program for 
a stepped-up struggle agains 
“ imperialism and colonialism 
in all their forms.” 
Another issue to be consid­ 
ered is a pledge of solidarity 
to North Vietnam. 
Further problems are to in­ 
clude disarmament, economic 
cooperation among the emerg 
ing nations in the three con 
tinents and the fight agains 
racial discrimination. 
Some 100 nations from Afri 
ca, Asia and Latin America 
are expected to participate.

Boston — The most impor­ 
tant area in English teach­ 
ing is in the e 1 e m e n t a r y 
school, according to Dr. Dud­ 
ley Bailey, chairman of the 
department of English at the 
Univ ersity of Neb raska. 
Dr. Bailey, in speaking b e­ 
fore the annual meeting of the 
National Council of Teachers 
of English (NCTE), said it 
would require “the cooper­ 
ativ e work of teachers of all 
lev els and of all competencies

In agreement with portions 
of a report b y the Commission 
of English of the College En­ 
trance Examination Board, 
Bailey said English scholars 
must “enlarge our v iew of 
scholarship.” 
It must include, he said, the 
application of learning theory 
to sub ject matter, dev elop­ 
ment of ob jectiv e methods and 
creation of critical analyses 
of children’s Uterature or else 
“we certainly cannot hope to 
b e of full use in the upgrad­ 
ing of teaching of English in 
the schools.”
